I 221 % prefent Majesty’s Reign, for granting certain Duties and Draw- 
backs on Iron, Sugar, and Tea, the Lord High Treafurer, or the 
Commiffioners of His Maje%’s Treafury of Ireland, or any Three or more 
of them for the Time being, are empowered to fufpend, in certain Cafes, the 
Payment of Part of the Duty on Raw Sugar imported into Ireland ;
